Lancaster Police officers 
will be better protected in the 
field following funding from 
the state Law Enforcement 
Protection Program (LEPP). 

The city of Lancaster has 
been awarded $12,250 from 
the state LEPP to purchase 
body armor vests and patrol 
rifles for its police depart¬ 
ment, Governor Steve Bes- 
hear announced last Friday. 

The department will re¬ 
ceive eight sets of body ar¬ 
mor and 10 patrol rifles. 

“These are AR-15s made 
in Winchester. We try to keep 
this money in the state,” Po¬ 
lice Chief Rodney Kidd said. 
“This means that we don’t 
have to use city-taxpayer 
money to pay for these items. 
They are bought with funds 
from confiscated weapons 
throughout the state. The

Free Tire 
Disposal 

Dear Editor, 

The West Nile Virus is 
once again in the news, with 
more than twice the number 
of cases reported this year 
than in previous years and 
reaching as far north as New 
York. The West Nile Virus 
is carried by mosquitos that 
first bite infected birds be¬ 
fore transmitting the disease 
to other hosts. One particu¬ 
lar species of mosquito, the 


Asian Tiger Mosquito, is 
notorious for carrying and 
transmitting West Nile Virus 
to humans. 

The Asian Tiger Mosquito 
came to the United States in 
the 1980’s on shipments of 
waste tires from Japan. Since 
that time, improperly stored 
waste tires that are left to col¬ 
lect water have provided the 
optimal reproductive envi¬ 
ronment for the Asian Tiger 
Mosquito. In order to reduce 
the risk of infection by these 
vectors, citizens should make 
sure anything that will allow 
water to collect and stagnate, 
especially waste tires, are 
covered and protected from 
rainfall. 

To assist citizens with the 
proper disposal of waste 
tires, the Solid Waste Depart¬ 
ment has partnered with the 
Kentucky Division of Waste 
Management to hold a free 
tire disposal event on Octo¬ 
ber 11, 12, & 13 at the State 
Highway Garage on Industry 
Road. Citizens may bring an 
unlimited amount of waste 
tires, on or off the rim, to this 
event for free disposal. This 
state/county sponsored am¬ 
nesty is only held once every 
three years, so citizens are 
encouraged to take advan¬ 
tage of this service while it 
is available. Lor questions or

Goodbye 

Summer

As gardens are being put 

to rest for the winter and 
farmers store hay and grain 
for the approaching win¬ 
ter months, it is time to say 
good-bye to the summer of 
2012. The arrival of cooler 
air and God’s kaleidoscope 
of colors puts a little more 
zip in our steps these days. 
It’s hard to believe spring is 
now a distant memory. 

Preparing the ground and 
planting our seeds last spring 
was done in great anticipa¬ 
tion of the abundant yield 
we would harvest. We all 
know there is no way to pre¬ 
dict what weather we’ll ex¬ 
perience during the growing 
months. This year brought 
temps over 100 degrees and 
a lack of moisture, which in 
turn caused gardens, fields of 
corn and other crops to be af¬ 
fected. Many of our squash, 
cucumbers and beans suf¬ 
fered due to the adverse 
weather conditions. 

We were able to gather 
some vegetables from our 
garden, although some in 
limited amounts, and canned 
anything we could. Crisp 
green beans, tomatoes, egg¬ 
plant, peppers, cucumbers, 
onions, and beets now fill our 
pantry and freezer. They will 
make a tasty addition to our 
family gatherings through 
the holiday seasons. 

Some of my greatest 
memories of growing up 
on the farm were when we 
harvested all the vegetables 
from our big gardens to en¬ 
joy over the winter. Another 
fall activity I always looked 
forward to was when they 
picked the corn and stored 
it in the corncrib to have as 
food for the animals when 
they could no longer find 
green grass outside to graze. 
Of course, it was also great 


fun to get in the corncrib and 
slide down the mountains of 

corn-but you wanted to 

make sure my dad or uncle 
didn’t catch you. 

Even as a child I was 
always fascinated by the 
change of colors in the trees. 
Today is no different; I still 
turn into a curious child 
when the trees begin to don 
their fall apparel. Did you 
know that the yellow, red, 
and orange colors are the 
normal colors of the leaves? 

In the spring and summer, 
the chlorophyll present in the 
leaves causes them to turn 
green. As fall and winter 
approach, there is no longer 
a need to make food for the 
leaves, the chlorophyll disap¬ 
pears and we begin to see the 
panorama of colors appear. 
Fall colors are best when late 
summer is dry and autumn 
has bright sunny days and 
cool nights below 40 °F. 

My husband and I served 
the first eight years of our 
ministry in Western New 
York. Upon learning we were 
‘coming home” to Kentucky, 
we made a trip to Vermont to 
see the fall colors. WOW! It 
was a display of colors that 
left one speechless. 

It is easy to miss the beauty 
of fall when we think of it as 
“almost winter,” but there is 
much to enjoy in this color¬ 
ful season. Towns all across 
the United States usher in 
this season with festivals that 
offer great family fun. My 
husband and I love to wander 
through the crafts, sample 
the homemade goodies, and 
meet people from many dif¬ 
ferent places. 

I hope this year to intro¬ 
duce my great nieces and 
nephews to some of this fall 
fun. Naturally, it wouldn’t 
be fall without a big pile of 
leaves to dive into over and 
over again. Yep, I can sense 
that “curious kid” within me 
starting to get an itch for 
some fall fun. Won’t you 
take the time to come join 
me!

Habitat 

News 

Garrard County Habitat for 
Humanity now has electric on 
the job sight. How nice it is 
to be able to turn on one of 
those ornery-to-put-together 
fans when it is so warm on 
work days. The movement of 
air at least feels cooler creat¬ 
ing a good way to work. 

Also, it nice to turn on a 
light in the rooms that have 
no windows, like the bath¬ 
room. We are able to use our 
own plugs, rather than string¬ 
ing the extension cord across 
the yard to the neighbor’s out¬ 
door plug. It seems no matter 
how carefully a 50-foot ex¬ 
tension cord is rolled up, the 
next time it is needed, it is in 
the worst tangle possible. 

We were able to install most 
of the upper wall cabinets in 
the kitchen one morning. It 
was a puzzle until we called 
84 Lumber for the blueprint 
cue. That always helps. It is 
important to have the upper 
cabinet line up with the base 
or lower cabinets, especially 
at the stove and sink areas. 

We also have a large por¬ 
tion of the laminate flooring 
down. It got off to a rocky 
start but that was made easier 
with a few hints from the di¬ 
rections. Directions are such 
a nice way to learn interest¬ 
ing logical techniques. One 


should always consider them. 

Laminates are easy to in¬ 
stall and usually less expen¬ 
sive than any other flooring, 
mostly because that avoids 
installation costs required by 
other flooring. Carpeting is 
heavy and must be cut cor¬ 
rectly then stretched into 
place, which requires a lot of 
strength and energy. Sheet vi¬ 
nyl is also more expensive as 
it requires a smooth sub floor 
of a quarter inch plywood 
product and then is glued 
into place. It must be cut to 
fit and is again heavy to lift 
around. We have found wood- 
grain laminates wear well, 
look great, are easy to clean, 
are relatively easy to install 
in not-too-long a time and 
are not too costly. Of course 
some are more expensive and 
certain brands are easier to 
install than others but over¬ 
all they meet our needs very 
nicely. We have a nice feeling 
of completion as each room is 
completed. 

We are now into the final 
building stages. We have wire 
shelving, the driveway and 
walkways, final grade work, 
attic insulation and some 
small final painting, like the 
exterior of the doors and 
frames. We hope to complete 
this home before our con¬ 
struction window runs out in 
mid-October.

Wellum, a junior from Louis¬ 
ville — worked on chemistry

For the last eight years, 
Jenna Gordon’s life has 
been going to the dogs and 
she loves it. 

This Harrodsburg resi¬ 
dent focuses on dogs in her 
personal life as well as a 
teller at the drive-thru win¬ 
dow of Farmers National 
Bank’s Perryville branch. 

Customers come through 
sometimes just to make a 
withdrawal for their dog 
because they know she will 
have a treat for the pet rid¬ 
ing along with their owner. 

“Some of the regulars 
want the standard Milk 
Bone but I have gourmet 
treats from the Barkery,” 
says the 31-year-old Gor¬ 
don, who didn’t even own 
a dog until she was 23. 

Dogs favoring a Barkery 
treat may receive pumpkin 
or apple pie flavor. 

On her breaks, she works 
with dogs, going the extra 
mile for her customers. 

She relies on training 
she received while work¬ 
ing at a veterinary clinic in 
performing a task most pet 
owners don’t feel comfort¬ 
able doing.

years they were a lobster 
and a dinosaur and Emma 
buzzed around in a bum¬ 
blebee costume. One year, 
the costumed pets played 
Bingo with residents at 
McDowell Place as part 
of a visitation arranged by 
Gordon’s church, South¬ 
land Christian Church. 

Gordon is very happy 
and proud of how posi¬ 
tively the residents at Hag- 
gin responded to her dogs’ 
visits. The face of one 
man, who did not speak, lit 
up as he fed the dogs some 
Cheetos. 

“I can still see his smile,” 
says Gordon. 

A wonderful thing about 
taking her peppy friends on 
visits is that people recall 


their own pets and tend to 
be more conversational. 

“It seems like talking 
about pets is the lead in to 
start talking about so many 
other things.” 

With Heritage Hospice 
patients Gordon hopes to 
work in Harrodsburg and 
Danville on Wednesday 
evenings and Lincoln and 
Garrard on Saturdays. She 
wants to take the dogs to 
visit individuals in their 
homes. 

“It’s easier to do one-on- 
one at a house than at a fa¬ 
cility.” 

Gordon is no stranger 
to hospice.

names. Gus and Biscuit’s 
are in more masculine 
colors with their names in 
green and blue. Gordon’s 
neighbor, Hazel Glancy, 
sews the bandannas and 
Karen Coffman of Mitch- 
ellsburg did the embroi¬ 
dery. 

Before going to Haggin, 
the dogs had completed 
obedience testing and Ca¬ 
nine Good Citizen Test¬ 
ing with Cheri Carbone of 
Danville. 

“They’ll sit and stay 
and they’ll come good in 
crowds. Basically there 
are 10 tests,” Gordon says, 
noting that the latest addi¬ 
tion to the Gordon’s fam¬ 
ily, a Jack Russell named 
Beans, also will take the 
training. 

Even as full as her life 
is, she was able to squeeze 
in this extra bundle that 
fits into the palms of her 
hands. She and her hus¬ 
band had a huge void in 
their lives after losing a 
16-year-old Jack Russell 
named Bandit earlier this 
year. This new adventure is 
dedicated to Bandit. 

Gordon and her husband 
are in the process of work¬ 
ing with Big Brother/Big 
Sister. One prerequisite for 
the match: definitely chil¬ 
dren who are animal lov¬ 
ers.

Participants will spend 
four days learning skills that 
may save their life including 
hands-on skills in actual mo¬ 
tor vehicle situations com¬ 
bined with classroom studies. 
KSP utilizes skilled driving 
instructors that take teen par¬ 
ticipants through a variety 
of obstacles while coach¬ 
ing them the correct way to 
control a vehicle in different 
driving scenarios. The train¬ 
ing includes topics such as 
collision causation, vehicle 
dynamics and skid control, 
backing, multiple turns and 
lane interchange, safety belts 
and air bags, evasive maneu¬ 
vers, off-road recovery, and 
controlled braking. 

Sgt. Saint-Blancard over¬ 
sees the ‘Drive To Stay Alive’ 
academy and attributes the 
programs’ success to the 
quality of students that par¬ 
ticipate in the academy. 

“The unique aspect about 
‘Drive to Stay Alive’ is that 


the benefits of the program 
do not stop once the student 
completes the course. We 
have developed a compre¬ 
hensive curriculum that uses 
the ‘train-the-trainer’ type 
format to spread the safe 
driving message,” says Saint- 
Blancard. 

“After the student has com¬ 
pleted the training, we part¬ 
ner them with an experienced 
Trooper and they work to¬ 
gether to provide educational 
safe driving presentations to 
other students in their local 
communities,” adds Saint- 
Blancard. 

Saint-Blancard advised that 
to be eligible for the program, 
student candidates must meet 
the following guidelines: 

•16 years of age or older 

•Licensed driver 

•Good communication 
skills/leadership traits 

•Permission from Prin¬ 
ciple/School Superintendant 
to participate (all Kentucky 
public and private schools are 
welcome)

program but space is limited.

Inter-County Energy and

The veterans will visit 
the World War II Memori¬ 
al, the Iwo Jima Monument 
and the Korean War Vet¬ 
erans Memorial, and will 
return to Louisville that 
evening. While in Wash¬ 
ington, the veterans will be 
transported around the city 
on chartered buses. 

Each co-op is sponsor¬ 
ing one veteran from their 
local service territory to 
send on the trip. George 
Garrison, 93 a veteran 
from Stanford who served 
in the Army during World 


War II will be the veteran 
representing Inter-County 
Energy. 

Volunteers represent¬ 
ing the local cooperatives 
will accompany the vets as 
guardians to assist them as 
needed. Along with many 
other volunteers from the 
co-ops, Linda Neal, niece 
of Mr. Garrison will also 
accompany the group on 
the Honor Flight trip. 

“The veterans we spon¬ 
sored last year said it was 
one of the greatest days 
of their lives,” said Sheree 
Gilliam, VP Member Ser¬ 
vices at Inter-County Ener¬ 
gy. “We owe them so much 
for risking their lives and 
enduring so much suffer¬ 
ing so that we could enjoy 
freedom. That’s why we are 
sponsoring this trip for the 
second year in a row.

The World War II Me¬ 
morial pays tribute to the 


16 million who served in 
the United States Armed 
Forces during the war, the 
400,000-plus who died and 
all who supported the war 
effort on the home front. 
The memorial is flanked by 
the Washington Monument 
to the east and the Lincoln 
Memorial to the west. 

The Korean War Veterans 
Memorial honors 341,000 
soldiers - 88 percent of 
them from America - who 
fought to help democratic 
South Korea repel an inva¬ 
sion by communist North 
Korea from 1950-1953. 
Nearly 34,000 U.S. sol¬ 
diers died in combat during 
the war. 

The Honor Flight spon¬ 
sored by Kentucky’s 
Touchstone Energy Coop¬ 
eratives is part of a larger 
national network that has 
106 hubs, or chapters, in 
38 states. The inaugural 
Honor Flight took place in 
May 2005, when six small 


planes flew out of Spring- 
field, Ohio, taking 12 vet¬ 
erans. The network was 
conceived by Earl Morse, 
a physician assistant and 
retired Air Force captain, 
who wanted to honor the 
veterans he had taken care 
of. 

In May 2008, South¬ 
west Airlines stepped up 
by donating thousands of 
tickets, and was named the 
network’s official com¬ 
mercial carrier. The flight 
sponsored by Inter-County 
Energy and Kentucky’s 
Touchstone Energy Coop¬ 
eratives will use Southwest 
as its carrier. 

“As Will Rogers once 
said, ‘We can’t all be he¬ 
roes.’ Some of us have to 
stand on the curb and clap 
as they go by.’” said Gil¬ 
liam. “That’s what we’re 
doing to honor these vet¬ 
erans.” 

Inter-County Energy is 
one of Kentucky’s Touch¬ 
stone Energy Cooperatives 
providing electric energy 
to over 25,500 member/ 
owners in 12 central Ken¬ 
tucky counties.

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Recreational Vehicles Cannot Be Used As Permanent Dwellings In City Limits

Based on information 
that came out of an infor¬ 
mal meeting held last month 
with the engineers, elected 
officials and others involved 
in the process, Mick asked 
whether negotiations be¬ 
tween GCWA and the City 
were in progress. 

Deshon explained that 
Bell Engineering and Salt 
River Engineering were 
asked to share informa¬ 
tion so that data could be 
properly compared before 
negotiations resume. And 
according to those involved, 
that process is not com¬ 
plete. He advised Mick 
that GCWA made it clear 
during that informal meet¬ 
ing that included engineers, 
city and county officials, all 
the water entities involved, 
Bluegrass Area Develop¬ 
ment District, and others, 
that they were not interested 
in a long-term agreement, 
a requirement of the fed¬ 
eral government in order 
for the city to receive more 
than half of the funding for 
the estimated $12.1 million 
plant. He also advised her 
that they were more inter¬ 
ested in the city merging 
with them concerning water 
issues, a recommendation 
made by Salt River’s lead 
engineer, Connie Allen. 

Because GCWA buys 
so much water, more than 
twice what the city uses, a 
role reversal is a better busi¬ 
ness decision, Allen said 
last month. If the roles were 
reversed, Rural Develop¬ 
ment would look at it differ¬ 
ently because GCWA would 
“not be leaning on someone 


else to generate revenue for 
[them].” 

Mick asked to see a copy 
of the Salt River study which 
Councilman Bret Baierlein 
said he could provide. She 
was also interested in Bell 
Engineering’s involvement 
; whether or not they had 
actually been contracted to 
build the new water plant. 

“I’m confused about our 
relationship with them,” 
Mick said. 

A call to Bell Wednesday 
confirmed that Bell does 
hold the contract on the wa¬ 
ter plant project and in fact 
the city paid Bell $30,000 in 
Nov. 2011 for the prelimi¬ 
nary design. However, City 
Clerk Shari Lane does not 
have a copy. 

No action was taken, only 
that Mayor Brenda Powers 
asked Mick to wait. 

“You will know every¬ 
thing,” Powers said. “We’re 
just not going to do anything 
right now.” 

Recreational Vehicles 
Cannot Be Used As Per¬ 
manent Dwellings In City 
Limits 

Council members unani¬ 
mously passed the first read¬ 
ing of an amendment to 
the nuisance ordinance that 
addresses extended habita¬ 
tion of recreational vehicles 
within the city limits. The 
ordinance states that “no 
person shall occupy a rec¬ 
reational vehicle, camper 
or motor home as a resi¬ 
dence or permanent living 
quarter ensconced within 
the city limits of Lancaster 
for a period of more than 
14 consecutive days.” The 
problem came to the atten¬ 
tion of the council a couple 


of months ago when Mayor 
Brenda Powers advised the 
council that calls from resi¬ 
dents complaining about 
the problem had been com¬ 
ing in. Those living in such 
homes were using utilities 
from other single-dwelling 
residences and having is¬ 
sues with waste disposal, 
she said. 

In Other City Business: 

Old city trucks, a 2003 
S10 and a 1999 F250, were 
declared surplus property. 
Crab Orchard is interested 
in purchasing the S10 pick¬ 
up and if that falls through, 
council members decided to 
put both trucks up for bid 
next month. 

Millard Rose reported 
that replies from businesses 
that are required to abide 
by grease-discharge restric¬ 
tions have been good. Only 
one has not replied which 
“is the same as a violation,” 
Rose said. But for those that 
comply and tests show they 
are staying in compliance, 
the requirements may even 
be changed from a monthly 
to a yearly report. “Basical¬ 
ly, if they do a good job, I’m 
not going to bother them,” 
Rose added. 

Meetings were scheduled 
for the ordinance commit¬ 
tee and the tax, revenue and 
grants committee on Sept. 
11, the first to begin at 6:30 
p.m. and the second at 7:30 
p.m., respectively. 

Police Department: 

A citizen and volunteer 
fireman, Ronnie Barnes, ad¬ 
dressed the council to thank 
the police department for 
their effort in finding his 
utility trailer. “Chief Kidd 


and [Tim] Royce took the in¬ 
formation from me and ac¬ 
tually investigated,” Barnes 
said. Barnes said he wanted 
to let the councilmen know 
the police are doing a good 
job. “They didn’t just stick it 
in a drawer and forget about 
it,” Barnes said. 

Chief of Police Rodney 
Kidd reported that his new 
policies and procedures 
manual will be implemented 
on Oct. 1 and 15 copies will 
be printed initially at a cost 
of$257. 

Kidd also reported that 
Garrard County High 
School will be providing 
a half-day intern who will 
be in the office to answer 
phones at no cost to the city. 
The Chief is still looking for 
unpaid interns who would 
be interested in covering 
the remaining half day each 
week. 

Kidd asked council mem¬ 
bers to look into the possi¬ 
bility of returning to a rotat¬ 
ing fleet replacement plan 
that would keep the depart¬ 
ment in warrantied vehicles 
and a consistent payment 
plan. The plan he presented 
would be a five-year plan to 
replace eight cruisers at a 
cost of $41,000 a year. The 
plan does include all addi¬ 
tional equipment. 

The police department’s 
August activity report con¬ 
sisted of 20 accidents, 16 
alarms, six domestic dis¬ 
putes, 47 reckless driving 
calls, 12 thefts, two welfare 
checks, and 234 general 
complaints of the total 547 
calls for service during the 
month. Lancaster police 
hosted 28 visitors during the 
month, as well. 


Fire Department: 

Fire Chief Richard Sebas¬ 
tian asked council members 
how they wanted to handle 
engine 3, explaining that he 
needed to either put it up for 
bid or find a place to store it. 
Right now he has three of¬ 
fers that would bring in be¬ 
tween $20,000 and 25,000, 
but a dilemma of sorts faces 
the city’s fire department 
due to the fact that engine 
2 is very difficult to get 
parts for since the company 
that made it has disbanded. 
Keeping the engine could 
benefit the community in 
the long run especially when 
the new road is built but un¬ 
til then, building a station 
near Pleasant Retreat could 
affect insurance ratings. 

Sebastian reported his 
department’s activity for 
August as two house fires, 
three alarms, three EMS as¬ 
sistance runs, four smoke 
investigations, five lock¬ 
outs, two natural-gas leaks, 
one vehicle accident, two 
carbon-monoxide runs and 
one cat rescue. Chief Se¬ 
bastian also performed two 
safety programs for school 
children. 

In New Business: 

Grant applications are due 
on Oct. 1. For more infor¬ 
mation call City Hall, 792- 
2241. 

Council members agreed 
to allow the Garrard County 
Chamber of Commerce to 
move next door and out of 
the office the organization 
currently holds in the Billy 
C. Moss Municipal Center. 
The Chamber is located in 
an old maintenance closet 
that is lead based and does 


not allow for proper cell¬ 
phone use. The next office 
would need some repairs 
that Councilmember Mick 
said Chamber board mem¬ 
bers are not opposed to tak¬ 
ing on. 

Powers asked for volun¬ 
teers to attend a meeting 
to discuss issues surfac¬ 
ing with Jaycees Ball Park. 
Mike Sutton and Chris Da¬ 
vis agreed to attend. 

Accidental 

Overdose 

A woman found dead on her 
front porch in mid-July died 
from an accidental drug over¬ 
dose, according to Garrard 
County Coroner Daryl Hodge. 

Hodge revealed the findings 
Wednesday morning after fi¬ 
nal toxicology reports gave 
investigators the information 
they needed to close the case 
and report to the woman’s 
family. 

Angela Salata, 47, 117 
Ridgecrest Drive, was found 
a couple of days after she 
died by her sister during a 
summer heat wave that took 
temperatures soaring in the 
hundreds. That alone caused 
premature decomposition of 
her body making it difficult 
to determine whether or not 
there had been foul play. But 
preliminary autopsy results 
did clarify that there had been 
no trauma. The next step was 
toxicology. 

Salata had a combination of 
pills and alcohol in her system, 
which, according to Hodge, is 
a “common killer combina¬ 
tion.” She suffered from lupus.

Although Barnes and 
Coleman both admitted to 
being at Martin’s home, they 
did not admit to the shooting 
and a weapon has not been 
recovered. 

Still Graham said the evi¬ 
dence at the residence speaks 
for itself. Fresh gunshots, five 


or six, were discovered in the 
garage door and close by, 
along with the witnesses who 
all told the same story, Gra¬ 
ham said. The two were to¬ 
gether. They arrived in a red 
pickup and they left together. 
The red pickup was parked in 
Barnes’ garage when police 
arrived but the couple was 
not there. They showed up 


in a blue Jeep Liberty with 
Coleman in the driver’s seat. 

The incident gave the po¬ 
lice the right to search Barnes’ 
residence and vehicles. They 
found some synthetic can¬ 
nabis and a marijuana roach 
but nothing related to the in¬ 
cident other than the fact that 
the pickup had been recently 
driven. Drug charges are 


pending, Graham said. 

A preliminary hearing is 
scheduled for today, Sept. 6, 
at 1 p.m.

Kennedy Bridge Road at the 
entrance to Daughter’s Park, 
had been making meth. 

Mitchell Surber is 
charged with manufac¬ 
turing methamphetamine 
and unlawful possession 
of meth precursors, both 
first offenses, and posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia. 
Katrina Surber is charged 
with manufacturing meth¬ 


amphetamine, also her first 
offense, and with unlawful 
possession of meth precur¬ 
sors, her second or greater 
offense. 

Conley said that the war¬ 
rant being served on Katrina 
Surber was for a probation 
violation on a Mercer Coun¬ 
ty felony conviction that is 
carrying no bond. A judge 
has set bond at $25,000 in 
cash for her new meth case. 


Mitchell Surber’s bond has 
been set at $10,000 in cash. 

This is not Katrina Surb¬ 
er’s first brush with the law 
for cooking meth. In April 
2008, police entered her 
home in Daughter’s Park 
to find meth precursors 
and finished product. Al¬ 
though no one was home at 
the time, the odor emanat¬ 
ing from the mobile home 
was enough for Deputy Tim 


Davis to secure a warrant.

But the Mercer 
County warrant served by 
Conley last week goes back 
to a May 2009 case for un¬ 
lawful possession of meth 
precursors and other drug 
charges, all felony offenses.

to gain entry to Ron’s Tobac¬ 
co but only caused minimal 
damage to the door and win¬ 
dow. 

“The LPD is currently 
pursuing leads as to those 
who might be responsible for 
these grievous crimes against 
the community,” Lancaster 
Police Chief Rodney Kidd 
said. 

The break-ins echo several 
thefts in the past few months, 
with similar break-ins occur¬ 
ring at Carter Printing and 
Hasty’s Grocery within the 


last six-months. 

“I’m have no idea now 
how many times that makes. 
I’ve lost track,” E.J. Hasty, 
the owner of Hasty’s Grocery 
said. “I just still do the same 
as I did before it happened 
though.” 

Though Hasty’s spirits 
aren’t dampened by the re¬ 
cent thefts, there is a much 
different story at Carter 
printing, where Robert Cart¬ 
er lost more than 15 years of 
his life’s work. 

Thieves gained entry 
through the back door, where 


a 600-pound machine was 
blocking entry. Two old 
Macintosh computers were 
taken, containing much of 
the programming and files 
that Carter relied upon as the 
crux of his business. 

“I’m at a standstill right 
now,” Carter said. “It has 
stopped me dead in my 
tracks. There are 15 years 
of design work that took me 
hours and thousands of files 
that are just gone. But the 
community and my friends 
throughout the area are help¬ 
ing me out to try to get back 
on my feet.” 

A local computer repair 
and networking business, 
KUDU systems, is providing 


Carter with an older model 
Macintosh to get up and run¬ 
ning again. 

“Our digital printer was 
also banged up pretty good. I 
guess they realized that they 
couldn’t get that out of here 
in a timely manner,” Carter 
added. “The Lord says that 
everything works out in the 
end for those that believe in 
him, so in the end it might 
be for the best. Even though 
this is a theft in the long run 
it will help to get me more 
modernized. Instead of wor¬ 
rying about all of those years 
of work, I’ll just get it all 
started up again.” 


Police Department Gets Funding For Body Armor And Patrol Rifles

lifetime of body armor is 
only five years as well. So 
every five years we have to 
replace that to keep our of¬ 
ficers safe.” 

Kidd also said that the pa¬ 
trol rifles were a much need¬ 
ed upgrade. 

“It puts us on an equal 
footing with today’s crimi¬ 
nal,” Kidd said. “Today’s 


criminals all have assault 
weapons and they can use 
those against us at long dis¬ 
tances that our shotguns just 
couldn’t reach. This keeps 
our officers at a more suit¬ 
able distance and still have 
fire power to protect innocent 
citizens.” 

Under LEPP, administered 
by the Kentucky Office of 
Homeland Security (KOHS), 
appropriate agencies can 


seek financial help for cer¬ 
tain defensive items essential 
in the course of their duties. 

“Not only do LEPP grants 
help protect our law enforce¬ 
ment officers, they also in¬ 
crease community and citi¬ 
zen safety,” Gov. Beshear 
said. “I’m proud that we have 
these funds available to ben¬ 
efit all Kentuckians.” 

In conjunction with the 
Kentucky State Police (KSP), 


KOHS derives income from 
sales of confiscated weap¬ 
ons. KSP conducts periodic 
auctions - only to federally 
licensed firearms dealers - 
which generate dollars for 
the LEPP initiative. KOHS 
then assesses needs and, af¬ 
ter prioritization, provides 
whatever funds are available 
in the acquisition of body ar¬ 
mor, weapons, ammunition 
and electronic or muscular 


disruption technical devices 
often referred to as Tasers. 

“Many city and country 
governments as well as pub¬ 
lic universities face limited 
funding in trying to meet the 
increasing costs and require¬ 
ments for their law enforce¬ 
ment officers,” said KOHS 
Executive Director Gene 
Kiser. “We try to help, in 
some measure, with these 
grants to provide basic pro¬ 


tective equipment.”

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Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

Cautiously Optimistic About Dove Season, 
Despite The Brown Grass And Hard Ground 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - The 
crisp early morning and earli¬ 
er nightfall remind Kentuck¬ 
ians that fall isn’t far away. 
The smell of gunpowder, the 
clunking of spent shotshells 
in a vest and dove breasts 
wrapped in bacon and grilled 
aren’t far away either. It is a 
hunter’s favorite time of year. 

Dove season opens state¬ 
wide Sat., Sept. 1. Although 
brown, crunchy moisture- 
free grass and cracked brick 
ground cover large swaths of 
Kentucky, the drought won’t 
ruin the dove opener. 

“There are plenty of doves 
around Kentucky,” said 
Rocky Pritchert, migratory 
bird coordinator for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. “It’s 
a mixed bag. Some dove 
fields are looking good while 
some were affected by the 
drought.” 

The Purchase Region is 
the area of Kentucky hardest 
hit by drought, but dove field 
conditions, contrary to what 
common sense dictates, are 
in huntable shape. 

“As far as the dove fields 
in our region, they got off to 
a slow start and the plants 
stunted a little,” said Tony 
Black, Purchase Region 
wildlife regional coordina¬ 
tor for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “The sunflower and 
millet still headed out with 
pretty decent seed content in 
them. It is not too bad con¬ 
sidering how dry we’ve been. 
On average, the counties in 
our region are 12 to 13 inch¬ 
es below normal rainfall for 
the year.” 

Hunters who put in a little 
time scouting before hunting 
a particular field place them¬ 
selves at an advantage. “Pull 
out the dove hunting guide 
and go and look at the public 
fields before you hunt them,” 
Pritchert said. “If you plan to 
hunt a private field or your 
traditional dove spot, you 


still must scout this year. You 
still need to see if an area 
holds any birds.” 

The field you plan hunting 
could be laden with doves 
on opening day. If you don’t 
pick a good spot in that field, 
however, your hunting vest 
may weigh less at the end 
of the day than at the begin¬ 
ning because you’ve spent 
your shotshells and have few 
doves. 

“The first thing I look for 
when setting up in a dove 
field is a dead tree or snag,” 
Pritchert said. “Then, I look 
for the flight patterns of the 
doves. Survey where they en¬ 
ter the field and where they 
exit. Find the entry spot and 
set up near there. It is better 
to find a place where they en¬ 
ter the field than where they 
exit.” 

Doves often fly into a field 
through gaps in trees or a 
swale in the ground. 

“A dead tree that is in one 
of these flight patterns is a 
great spot,” Pritchert said. 
“They often land in dead 
trees before entering the field 
to feed.” 

Doves also use power lines 
for the same purpose. Study¬ 
ing these features and set¬ 
ting up near them makes for 
a much more eventful day. 
A poorly chosen spot in a 
good field leads to frustra¬ 
tion when others down all of 
the doves. It is like watching 
someone from the opposite 
end of the boat catch all of 
the fish. Study and choose 
wisely. 

Hunters also need to think 
on their feet and adjust after 
opening day this year be¬ 
cause of the dry weather. 

Black recently witnessed 
farmers cutting silage and 
harvesting corn in the Pur¬ 
chase region. Pritchert ob¬ 
served the same in the Blue- 
grass Region. 

“I’m beginning to see si¬ 
lage cut here in central Ken¬ 


tucky,” Pritchert explained. 
“It is a little earlier than usual 
because of the early spring 
and drought. Doves will 
likely scatter from a hunted 
field more quickly this year 
because there are too many 
other food options for them.” 

This year, flexibility in 
choosing your dove hunting 
areas after opening weekend 
extends your hunting season. 

“I hunt doves where I can 
find them,” Pritchert said. 
“I’ll hunt silage fields and 
fallow fields covered in fox¬ 
tail.” 

Hunters can also stretch 
the dove season by quitting 
earlier in the day. 

“Landowners who have 
those longer dove shoots well 
into the season manage the 
shooting pressure on their 
fields,” Pritchert said. “Keep 
the pressure down at the be¬ 
ginning of the season. Skip a 
week between shoots and get 
out of the field earlier in the 
day, by 6 p.m. at the latest. 
The more time in the evening 
the doves have to feed undis¬ 
turbed, the better.” 

Pritchert also warned 
those hunting with dogs must 
realize they overheat easily 
in early September. “Watch 
your dog closely and give 
them plenty of water and 
rest,” he said. “This is one of 
the most dangerous times for 
dogs for heat stroke.” 

Wear drab clothing while 
dove hunting. Camouflage 
clothing is best, but tans 
and greens also work. Avoid 
white tee shirts and loudly 
colored shorts. 

The first segment of the 
dove season closes Oct. 24. 
The second segment runs 
from Nov. 22 through Nov. 
30, while the third segment 
of the season opens Dec. 29, 
2012 and closes Jan. 4, 2013. 

“Those late season hunts 
can be really good,” Black 
said. “You have those north¬ 
ern migrating birds coming 


down. You can walk them up 
just like quail in a corn field 
and have some good hunt¬ 


ing.” 

The daily limit is 15 doves.
